BODIE MINING ITEMS.—A Bodie dis- 


patch of the 3d reports the subjoined 
interesting information from that camp: 


A very rich strike was made to-day 


in the 600 level of the Jupiter mine. It 
has been known for several weeks that 
a rich development had been made on 
the 500 level, and it has been anticipa- 
ted that it would be intercepted by 
work in a corresponding direction on 
the 600 level. A number of mining 
men, including Joseph Wasson, of the 
Free Press, and several Superintendents 
were admitted to-day. The ledge, 
where cut, is BO far as entered, remark- 
ably rich in both silver and gold, and 
will run into the thousands per ton. 
Considerable excitement has been cre- 
ated by the strike. The 600 level of 
the Jupiter is the lowest point in the 
district at which rich ore has been 
struck, and, taking the configuration of 
the county is about as deep as any point 
reached. It is situated east of and 
parallel with the Bodie and Mono and 
south of the Standard and Snmit mines.

District dnnng July aggregated $250,- 
786 12, distributed as follows among 
rthe several companies: Standard Con- 
solidated, $145,018 76; Noonday and 
North Noonday, $81,493 40; Bodie Con- 
solidated, $28,682 07; Bnlwer Consoli- 
dated, $8,691 23; scattering $6,900 50. 


The Enterprise says that owing to the 


length of time the operations have been 
confined to the barren zone, times have 
become hard and business depressed on 
the Comstock, and the depreciation of 
the value of the stocks has caused a de- 
pression of business in San Francisco, 
which has extended more or less all over 
the Pacific coast.

These gentlemen returned to Stockton 
this morning and will report to the 
promoters of the entei prise at an early 
day, when a preliminary survey of a 
route will be commenced. This road 
will connect at Antelope Valley with the 
Oregon and Nevada Narrow Gauge Bail- 
road, to be built from Beno south. The 
Oregon and Nevada railroad will pass 
through Bridgeport, run up Dog Creek 
and strike Mono Lake. From Bridge- 
port a branch road will be built to 
Bodie, double-header trains being run 
between these places. The Directors 
contemplate having the road to this 
place in running order within the next 
twelve months.

the habits of the grasshoppers with a 
view to exterminating them. It has 
been ascertained that they select soft, 
sandy, but often rocky spots in which 
:o lay their eggs.
